What is Heroin? Heroin is diacety!morphine, an alkaloid de 
rived from morphine; it does not occur in opium, It is most 
usually a white, off-white or brown crystalline powder. It ha

Heroin has a generally sedative and analgesic effect. The 
first reaction to introducing it into the system is unpleasant to

A Heroin user will have ‘needle tracks’, small needle 

irks on his body, most often on the arms over a vein. It can 
ilso be fi ‘the levs, Abscesses (boils) often become ap 
parent t injections.

Mirex Is OK For 
Fire Ant Control 


In 1961, Mirex was pla- 
ced on the recommended 
list of materials used to 


control fire ants instead” 


of Heptachlor and has been 
used on about 50 million 
acres in the U, S, since 
1962, says Talmadge Balch, 
Extension pesticide educa- 
tion specialist. This sub- 
stitution was made because 
Heptachlor caused damage 
to some wildlife, 

The main advantage of 
Mirex--a bait impregnated 
onto corn cob grit--is that 
fire ants remove it from 
above ground into the ant 
mound within a few hours, 

Mirex toxicity to man- 
mals is much less than 
other control measures for 
the imported fire ants, 
Balch adds, So, Mirex is 
still registered by the fed- 
eral government for fire 
ant control, and it’s still 
the choice chemical for use 
to cotitrol fire ants in pas- 
ture and hay crop areas, 
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did meet on Tuesday after- 
noon and approved a con- 
ditional grant of $30,000 
providing the three school 
systems could produce the 
additional money needed to 
keep the buses operating 
just as they have done in 
the past. The resolution 
was presented by Com- 
missioner Flournoy Whit- 
man and read in part: 
“Therefore Resolved by

needed to assure that stu- 
dents will be transported 
during all the coming 
school year by the County 
school buses as has been 
done in prior school 
years.”’

Incentives 
Urged For 


Pollution Conirol 


A “pollution tax’ won't 
help control pollution, the 
National Association of Man- 
ufacturers told the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee of Congress. 

Testifying before a sub- 
committee hearing, H. C. 
Lumb, the NAM witness, 
said the principal obstacle to 
even greater pollution control 
expenditures by industry is 
the generation of enough cash 
to pay for these nonproduc- 
tive facilities. “Taking money 
away from industrial com- 
panies in the name of +: ix on 
pollution would harn. the 
cause of pollution control,” 
he said. 

As a constructive alterna- 
tive, Mr. Lumb advocated tax 
incentives for industry for 
costs of installing pollution 
control facilities. “The in- 
centives should take the form 
of accelerated amortization 
up to and including immedi- 
ate write-off of the facilities, 
at the option of the taxpayer; 
and tax credits to companies 
which expend private capital 
for such facilities,” he said. 


Spending Plans 


The NAM witness said that 
industry plans to spend $926 
million this year on pollution 
control research and develop- 
ment. “It is impossible to 
understand how industry 
could spend even more if it 
had money siphoned away by 
an additional tax on its op- 
erations,” he said. 

Mr. Lumb, who is Vice 
President, Corporate Rela- 
tions and Public Affairs, 
Republic Steel Corp., said 
industry is not interested in 
“a license to pollute.” 

“This year U.S. industry is 
spending $3.6 billion on new 
pollution control facilities in 
addition to the hundreds of 
millions of dollars it spends 
every year operating billions 
of dollars worth of pollution 
control equipment already in 
place,” he said. 

Mr. Lumb said that pro- 
ponents of a pollution tax ap- 
pear to favor it on the basis 
of “their disappointment with 
the results of the regulatory 
approach” in controlling pol- 
lution. “What they overlook 
is that ‘pollution resulting 
from manufacturing opera- 
tions is only one segment of 
the total pollution problem,” 
he said. “Government figures 
indicate that manufacturing 
activities contribute less than 
20 percent of total air pollu- 
tion. Industrial water pollu- 
tion is but one fraction of a 
total which includes pollution 
from municipal, recreational, 
agricultural, and natural 
sources.

Parents Know the Drug Threat 


The Shild You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM

Most of us like to think that the drug threat ts a 


problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 
effort to communicate with as many parents as possible. 


This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par- 


ents in Our community some of the latest information on 


drug abuse. 
Today's Subject: LSD — Controversial Hallucinogen 


LSD is classified among the hallucinogens and is by far the 
most potent in this category. A dose the size of the point on a 
pin is sufficient to send the average person into amazing 
“trips,” all within their own minds and, of course, entirely 
imaginary. 

LSD stands for lysergic acid diethylamide and street terms 
include ‘acid’, “trips”, “‘cubes’’, “pearly gates’, and ‘‘heaven- 
ly blue’’, ‘‘scramblers"’, ‘“‘mind blowers’ and ‘mind benders”. 

LSD was synthesized, (made), in 1938 by a Dr. Albert Hoff- 
man in Switzerland. However, the true powers of LSD were not 
discovered until about 1943, and then by accident. Beginning 
early in the '60s LSD drew public attention by Dr. Timothy 
Leary and others we have read about since, and a sort of cult 
developed around it. ‘Hippies’ soon found LSD a favorite. LSD 
and many other hallucinogens came to be known as “Dsychede- 
lic’ from the Greek meaning for the term mind-manifesting, 

LSD is usually taken in liquid form, capsule, pill or dropped 
on a sugar cube and swallowed. Initially the result of taking 
this drug is disorganization and confusion of the central ner- 
yous system. It can cause brain action changes and effect the 
level of consciousness by causing hearing and sight hallucina- 
tions, (imaginary happenings — dream-like experiences). Color 
of the substance, whether liquid or solid is usually blue, but 
sometimes in tablet form it can be white. 

Being under the influence of LSD is referred to as a “trip” 
and these periods usually last from 6 to 12 hours per dose, de- 
pending on the amount of the drug taken. The results of use, 
both immediate and long-range are extremely dangerous. Users 
will experience ; 

Very irrational and extremely unpredictable behavior 
Sight and hearing hallucinations 

A very confused mind resulting in bizarre behavior 
and great panic. 

“Trips’’ on LSD closely resemble an actual period of in- 
sanity. Suicide or accidental deaths have occurred. Surprisingly, 
a user of LSD can go into hallucinations without taking the 
drug again, and suffer all of the ill effects of the drug, for up 
to three years after the last dose was taken. There have been 
cases of extended “trips’’ from just a single dose where the 
user ‘‘freaks out’’, meaning his effects stay with him for long 
periods even though he has taken only one dose. 

Physical harm from the drug usually comes as the result 
of the behavior it causes from the disorganization of the mind 
which it causes. Mental harm is continually studied. Many 
medical people believe LSD use damages brain tissue, causes 
gross emotional and personality changes, but they are still in 
the process of clinically proving it. 

All indications point to severe disruption of the personality, 
temporary or permanently, variations depending on other indi- 
vidual factors involving tolerance. But, it is felt that once brain 
tissue is injured it remains injured, it will not regenerate! 

Recently, in the research being done on LSD, there are 
strong indications that it causes chromosome damage, thus 
causing potential damage to offspring of the user. So, not only 
does the user endanger his own life and future, but also that 
of his yet unborn children. 

The usual source for LSD is the ‘‘street market’, 
sells for about $2.00 to $5.00 per dose.

Q. I am a single woman 
Who will be 65 in 5 months. 
My regular job is not cov- 
ered by social security; but 
a number of years ago, I did 
work part time at a job cov- 
ered by socia! security. 
Could this part-time work 
have made me eligible for 
Medicare? 


A. The part-time work 
you did may make you eligi- 
ble to enroll in the hospital 
insurance part of Medicare, 
Since you will be 65 this 
year, you'll need about 8 
years of work credit under 


social security to qualify 
for this part of Medicare, 
The people at your social se- 
curity office will be glad to 
help you determine if you 
are eligible for hospital in- 
surance, 

In addition, regardless of 


the amount of work you 
have had under gocial se- 


curity, you will be eligible 
at 65 to sign up for the vol- 
untary medical insurance 
part of Medicare. 

Be sure to call or visit 
your social security office 
about 8 months before your 


65th birthday to sign up for 
Medicare. 


Q. My mother has been 
discharged from the hospi- 
tal and placed in a nursing 
home that has been ap- 
praved by Medicare as an 
extended care facility. The 
nursing home advised us, 
however, that Medicare will 
not pay for her care because 
her type of illness is not 
covered, Is it true that some 
illnesses are not covered by 
Medicare? 


A. It is not the type of ill- 
ness your mother has, but 
the level of treatment she 
needs that is a factor in de- 
termining whether or not 
Medicare will help pay for 
her services in an extended 
care facility. Medicare can 
pay only when a_ patient 
Needs continuing skilled 
nursing care, not just help 
with such things as bath- 
ing, eating, dressing, walk- 
ing, and taking medicine at 
the right time. There are 
other yenniremante tan 
Your mother can check her 
copy of Your Medicare Hand- 
book for more details.

PEANUT CLINIC 

Dr, Luther Farrar, the 
expert on leafspot con- 
trol in peanuts, talked plain 
to us at a meeting in Do- 
than, He said, ‘‘You far- 
mers in the Wiregrass are 
doing just like you haveal- 
ways done in trying to con- 
trol leafspot. You start- 
ed too late, used too lit- 
tle, and quit too soon,’’ 
I agree with him that some 
farmers are making this 
mistake, but I believe more 
folks are following recom- 
mendations this year than 
ever before, If we can’t 
get a normal harvesting 


season, we can bare this 
thing out. 

One important thing is 
that where leafspot is con- 
trolled, digging can be de- 
layed 10-14 days, It won’t 
do any good to do a good 
job of leafspot control if 
you plow them up too soon, 


HARVESTING PEANUTS

milar system for drying, 
I am sure that Averett 
will be happy to show his 
partially homemade drying 
unit to anyone who ig in- 
terested.

Painting the kitchen or 
bathroom of your home re- 
quires a little extra work, 
Be sure to clean the wall 
surface of dirt and grease 
first.

Then nine more decided they wouldn’t work either— 
thus, no more benefit checks. 


Nine did report for work. They immediately began 
their highway clean-up jobs, being credited at $1.85 an 
hour to pay for the relief they receive. Two of these men 
proved to he exceptionally good workers and accepted 
permanent jobs in the highway department, becoming 


self-supporting citizens. 


Suppose every welfare commissioner followed this ex- 
ample!

drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: More Mind-Affecting Drugs Now in Use 


To classify any one group of drugs as ‘“mind-affecting” 
would be a truth, but only half true, because this would lead 
one to believe that some drugs in use do NOT affect the mind. 
The hallucinogenics, (those which cause ‘‘trips’’ of the mind), 
are generally referred to as mind-affecting, but in reality all 
drugs have their effect on the mind whether direct or indirectly. 

Some of the other drugs we have not mentioned thus far 
are MESCALINE, PEYOTE, PSILOCYBIN, DMT, STP AND 
MORNING GLORY SEEDS. 

Mescaline is hallucinogenic in nature, a chemical found in 
the buttons of certain small cactus plants — peyote or mescal 
— and these are also available illegally in powder and liquid 
form. The effects, for the most part milder than from LSD, 
often last 10 to 12 hours. Being bitter to the taste it is often 
mixed with a drink to make it go down easier. American In- 
dians have used this drug in religious rights for hundreds of 
years, so its use is not what could be termed new. 

Peyote itself, coming from cactus, is a milder form of Mes- 
caline, Sometimes it is referred to as ‘the button’, ‘‘cactus”, 
or just the letter ‘‘P’’. To this day it is still used in sacrament 
rites by the Native American Indian Church, 

Psilocybin is from the Mexican mushroom and usually 
comes in crystal, powder or liquid form. Influence of the mind 
lasts from 2 to 6 hours generally and effects are similar to 
those of Mescaline. 

DMT, (dimethyltryptamine), causes effects similar to LSD, 
when taken in large doses. Reaction comes quickly and the ef- 
fects last an hour or two, It is made synthetically and is a na- 
tural component of seeds from plants growing in the West In- 
dies and South America. For hundrecs of years natives have 
used this drug by sniffing a powder from the seeds. 

STP, (also known as DOM), is relatively new on the drug 
scene. It is a synthetic chemical related to Mescaline and the 
Amphetamines. Reportedly it is very mind-distorting, but not 
nearly so powerful as LSD. 

Morning Glory Seeds of some varieties have an active prin- 
ciple closely related to LSD, but much less potent. The seeds 
are most usually chewed or made into a tea. 

Then there is the “thing’’ called ‘68’; like banana peel, 
“68" or, as it is sometimes called ‘‘sex juice’, may be a hoax 
so say the specialists of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. Users have reported that it produces wild, short trips as 
compared to LSD or STP. There are conflicting reports on the 
chemical make-up and over all effects. Our Food and Drug 
Administration says that ‘'68"’ is simply oil of peppermint. 

So, in summary today, you may ask yourself why it is im- 
portant to know all of these minute details about all of the 
drugs we have discussed. Much of the information you may 
never have an occasion to use — BUT,, if you do have occasion 
it is much better to know facts than fiction, hearsay and the 
like. 

The major point of this entire series is to better understand 
the drug misuse problem and to do this we must know basic 
knowledge and basic facts. Only through truth about the drug 
problem can we hope to combat it. Only through open- -minded- 
ness can we save our children from the horrors of drug misuse. 
WE are the adults — the solution to the problem is up to US 


— this is OUR responsibility!
